He Will Proceed on His Tour 
Today. 


MANY KENTUCKIANS HEAK1) HIM. 


Large Crowd Wax rrefw» nt at the Meet­ 
ing In Covington—Rumored Threatened 
Interference Did Not Occur—.Spoke Also 
in Other Blue Gra*a Mate dace*. 


Covington, I\y., Oct. 10.—Addressing 
on e of the largest crowds that lias ever 
asw'ml)l» *d in tiiis city to listen to a 
•candidate for pub lic otiice, Governor 
Theodore Koosevelt closed his cam* 
p&igu in Kentucky, and today will 
proceed on his tour of Ohio. 
Long b e­ 
fore the governor’s arrival here Court 
Mouse square, in which the speaker's 
etnand had b een erected and decorated, 
*was congested with men and women 
-anxious to hear him. 
The governor 
w a s given the most respectful atten­ 
tion during his speech, and he was in­ 
terrupted frequently with applause or 
*>y persons who made friendly com­ 
m ents upon the various snlleivt points 
■Of his address. 
Before reaching Cov­ 
ington Colonel Roosevelt s|>oke at Lex­ 
ington, where Colonel VV. C. 1*. Breck­ 
inridge and Judge Durham, b oth ex- 
<5oufederate officers, put the crowd in 
the b est of humor in jointly introduc­ 
ing the governor. Then at W inchester 
a n d next at Nit. Sterling other large 
orow ds glanded the arrival of the train, 
providing parades. 
Morehead, Ash­ 
land, 
Greenup. 
South 
Portsmouth, 
Vanoeb urg and Maysvllle, in successive 
order, paid trib ute to the governor’s 
popularity in Kentucky, and the crowd 
which gathered a t the depot here b e­ 
trayed no diminution of desire to see 
Id in. 
Iloofwvplt Wsa Not Afraid. 
Early In the day Leslie Comb s, chair 
roan of the Repub lican state commit 
tee, had received dispatches from Oov 
Ington, informing him that leaders 
There were apprehensive that an organ­ 
ised effort would b e made to b reak up 
last night’s meeting. 
Mr. Comb s hur- 
Tiedly transmitted his information to 
the governor, whereat the latter smiled 
tirondly and assured the chairman that 
thero could b o no possib le danger of 
« erimiH interruption of his tour In 
Kentucky. 
To insure ab solute tran ­ 
quility and to 
prov ide against any 
display of hostility. Chief of Police 
P ugh and the sheriff of this county 
doub led their forces. 
All such precau- 
“tlons, however, proved to b e unneces­ 
sary. 
The governor’s speech was b rief, and 
a t its conclusion the audience was nd 
dressed b y Colonel Curtis Guild, Jr., 
o f Boston, who madean appeal for the 
« exercise of the rights of civil lib erty 
a n d the preservation of the sanctity 
o f te b allot b ox. 
A fter the speaking Governor Roose- 
Telt was escorted b y b e F irst Voters’ 
club , of Cincinnati, to the Grand hotel, 
In that city, where an informal recep­ 
tion was held, and where he will re 
*main until this morning, when he will 
^enter vq>on his itinerary in Ohio. 
In his speech Governor Roosevelt 
•« aid: 
address you not as Repub licans 
only, for I a open 1 to every Democrat 
w ho values the principles of Jefferson 
and of Andrew .Taekson, just as I ap 
peal to every Repub lican who is loyal 
to the principles of Lincoln to stand 
w ith us in a contest wlilccb is for the

“T wisli to appeal to you

In the state of Kentucky 
cvrery -ninn s in honor b ound to sand 
▼up TvnJI see that there is no condoning 
Ytre offenses of those who violate 
the tvill of the people. 
There should 
1>e favoritism for none and dlscrind 
n ation agnlnst none. 
I wish on this 
point to appeal not only to Repub ll 
« ’ans. not only to gold Democrats, not 
•only to those silver Democrats who 
if pom high and conscientious motives 
« r e with us in this contest, b ut I w ant 
to appeal to the misguided men wha 
ha w upheld he other side in the wrong 
t ha t they have done, men who are 
m isled b y the shib b oleth of a party 
raame. who are told, as I heard a Dorn 
orratk* candidate for congress say the 
•other day. *1 am for the Democracy 
1 w!Ti do anything that is right and 
1 
•will do anything that is wrong to help 
the party!” 
Democrat* Now Explaining. 
‘TVc have reached a stage in the 
•campaign when our opponents are en- 


gngcn in nusiiy explaining eitner their 
actions or their words. 
Mr. Jones, the 
chairman of the Bryanite Democracy, 
has just b een explaining that he is not 
connected with trusts, b ecause the cot­ 
ton b ale trust is not a trust. Of course, 
using the word in its technical sense, 
here is no trust in the country. 
The 
sugar trust and the Standard Oil trust 
are not technically trusts at all, b ut 
simply 
great corporations. 
So 
the 
cotton b ale trust is in the same sense 
of the word not a trust, b ut a corpora­ 
tion. 
But of course also this is all 
mere quib b ling. Using the word in the 
popular sense, as we generally do use 
ft, all these corporations are trusts.

Cleveland, 
Yonngwtnwn and New

Before reaching Cleveland, Mr. Bry 
an invaded the heart of President 
McKinley’s 
and 
Senator 
H anna’s 
country. 
Leaving 
Akron, 
his 
first 
stop was at Canton, the president’s 
place of residence, and later he made a 
b rief speech at Niles, the president’s 
native city. 
The stops at Canton and 
Niles were Incidental, and the crowds 
were small at b oth places. 
The only important meetings out­ 
side of those at Cleveland were those 
aft New Philadelphia and Youngstown. 
At New Philadelphia there was a large 
attendance, and the meeting was an 
enthusiastic one. 
There were two 
mootings at Youngstown, one in the 
pub lic square and the other at the 
opera house.

a political meeting. 
In the one impor­ 
tant respect of attracting many peo­ 
ple to see the national candidate, the 
meeting was an unsurpassed triumph;! 
in the other respect of giving the poo- j 
pie an opportunity to hear him it w a s 
1 
a failure, and the success in the one j 
way was the cause of the failure in 
the other. 
people had b een coming into the 
city 
from 
Ohio 
and 
Pennsylvania 
towns so that when Mr. Bryan arrived 
nil the principal streets were crowded j 
and the square around the speaker’s 
« *+nnd was densely packed, possib ly 
400 foot on each side, with people 
struggling to got near the platform, 
to secure a glimpse of the lion of the 
occasion. 
There was no effort 
to 
create troub le, b ut the natural hum 
of the thousands of voices and the 
struggle for place was such as to al­ 
most destroy the effect of the speech. 
The stand, provided with accommoda­ 
tions to seat 60 persons, held 400 
standing. 
Tlie arms of newspaper 
men on the stand were pinioned so 
close that they could not raise them 
to write, and those who were 20 feet 
away could not hear the speech. Mr. 
Bryan himself 
had 
scarcely more 
fooin than was necessary for him to 
stand erect, and a squad of police­ 
men was necessary to preserve this 
space for him. 
Those who were ab le 
to b ear received the speech with fre­ 
quent b ursts of applause, and this 
was often taken up b y others far away 
from lie range of the speaker’s voice, 
so that it may he said that the meet­ 
ing was enthusiastic, even 
though 
most of those present failed to hear 
w hat was said. 
After the outdoor meeting at Youngs­ 
town closed Mr. Bryan was escorted 
to the opera house, where he spoke to 
as many people, most of them ladies, 
ns could find accommodation inside of 
that b uilding. 
Bo*:h speeches were 
general reviews of the political situa­ 
tion. 
In the opera house speech he 
« poke of the importance of the cam ­ 
paign, saying that the contest was not 
more his than it was that of other 
people who were concerned ab out the 
welfare of the nation at large. 
He re­ 
ferred to the presence of so many la­ 
dies, and addressing himself to them, 
said: 
Mr. Bryan left later for New York.

struggling to get near the platform , 
to secure a glimpse of the lion of the 
occasion.

space for him.

most of those present failed to hear 
w hat was said. 
A fter the outdoor m eeting at Youngs­ 
town closed Mr. Bryan w as escorted 
to the opera house, where he spoke to 
as m any people, most of them ladles, 
ms could find accommodation inside of 
that building.

New York, Oct. IO.—There was an 
outburst of large and bouyant specu­ 
lation in the stock market Monday 
which lifted prices during the course 
of the day from I to over 3 points. 
There has been a steady growth of 
confidence in Wall street for 
some 
time past In the general outlook for 
business. It has been firmly held that 
as soon as election uncertainties wore 
disposed of there would be a renewal 
of business activity up to the high 
level of the recent prosperous period. 
On the other hand, the growing con­ 
striction of the money supply left room 
for doubt whether the intervening pe­ 
riod could be safely bridged without 
such a money stringency as would be 
disastrous 
to 
speculative 
commit­ 
ments. 
Saturday’s bank 
statement 
demonstrated that a very large con­ 
traction of loans had been effected 
without serious harm to the stock mar­ 
ket. thus eonrerving the surplus re­ 
serve. 
The gold engaged in Europe 
last week is expected to arrive in time 
to show in next Saturday’s bank fttnte- 
rnent. The Bank of France announces, 
through the Associated Press, of a 
determination to furnish export gold 
to avert a money stringency, and the 
expressed readiness of the s<xro*ary 
of the treasury to act toward the same 
end had a notable effect in strength­ 
ening confidence. 
The large addition­ 
al engagements of gold announced 
yesterday morning 
promised further 
help to the local market, although the 
r»ceipt Is deferred for several weeks. 
This is due to the fact that the gold 
comes from South Africa. 
The hard­ 
ening of sterling exchange was due 
simply to the purchase of bills against 
the gold imports. The striking exhibit 
of the foreign trade for September 
showed conclusively the eontinuued 
command of 
the 
international 
ex­ 
changes. 
Xmt only was there an in­ 
crease in exports of nearly $(1,000,000 
compared with last year, but a de­ 
crease of over $11,000,000 in imports 
went further to enhance the trade bal­ 
ance in our favor, so that the excess 
of exports over imports for the month 
has run up to over $50,000,000. As the 
increase in cotton exports did not suf­ 
fice to offset the decrease In bread 
stuffs the increase in the total exports 
shows the export trade hi manufact­ 
ures well maintained. 
The expected 
settlement of the coal strike was also 
a factor In the unvarying strength 
in the market and the special strength 
In the group of coalers. 
Realizing in 
stocks which had had their extreme 
advance early in the day made the 
closing slightly irregular, but prices 
generally were well maintained at the 
top. 
There was a decided growth of ac­ 
tivity in bonds, and some notable 
advances in prices, but there were 
weak spots which made the market 
irregular.

WHEN DOGS ARE SICK. 


T b e W a y to G ive M e d ic in e to T h ee# 
H ig h ly S e n s itiv e P a tie n ts . 
In all treatment of a sick dog re­ 
member you are dealing with a highly 
sensitive aud nervous patient. Be very 
gentle, avoid roughness or anything j 
likely to alarm him. In giving him any 
liquid medicine do not open his mouth, 
but. placing him between your kuees, 
with his face looking in the same direc­ 
tion as your own, gently raise bis Jaw 
and, pulling bis lips away from bls 
teeth on one side of bis mouth, to form 
I cup or fuuuel. very slowly-pour from 
bottle or spoon the quantity be Is to 
have Into It. 
Keep his head raised for a minute or 
two and if he does not swallow the 
dose iusert a spoon between bis front 
teeth. 
This will have the effect of 
drawing off his attention from the 
medicine and he will usually swallow 
at once. If the dose is a pill, bolus or 
anything solid, bold his head the same 
way as before mentioned, but with the 
left hand under lower jaw, press firmly 
on each side with thumb and finger ai 
the junction of upper and lower jaws. 
This will usually cause him to open 
his mouth, when the dose should be 
put into the mouth as far back as 
possible over the tongue (or he will spit 
It out) and close the jaws somewhat 
sharply, and in most cases the deed is 
done. 
If any trouble arises with the 
action of his front paws this may be 
got over by wrapping him round with 
a shawl or coarse apron. 
When once you have got Into the way 
of it, you will he surprised how simple 
it is. I am quite sure a practiced own- j 
er or kennelsman would dose a dozen 
dogs while a novice was makiug a 
bungle over one.—‘‘All About Dogs,” 
by Charles Henry Lane.

1 IS NOW ON TRIAL 


Tho Domestic Troubles of a W ells­ 


ville Couple Are Being Aired 
In Court. 


WERE MARRIED 30 YEARS AGO 


H ad No Differences Until After 
They Left the 
Methodist 
Church, of W ellsville.

Lisbon, 
Oct. * 16.— (Special.)—The 
case of Thom as J. Leith, of W ellsville, 
against Mrs. Belle Leith, was called 
for trial yesterday 
afternoon. 
The 
case is conceded to be one of 
the 
most peculiar cases of th e kind ever 
placed on record. 
The parties w ere m arried about 30 
years ago and are the parents of five 
children. 
The 
difficulties 
betw een j 
them as shown are due to religion, as 
seven years ago the plaintiff and de* 
fondant left the M ethodist church in 
W ellsville and joined th e E vangelical, 
association. 
According to the doctrine of the as­ 
sociation Mrs. Leith claim ed th at it 
was sinful to live with any man as a 
wife, and th at if she would desist as 
such her body would be purified. Mrs. 
Leith did insist on an absolute sepa­ 
ration, telling her husband th at she 
no longer cared for him. 
The husband was first called to the 
stand yesterday and stated th at dur­ 
ing the past 25 years of his life he 
and his wife had agreed 
in 
every 
respect until the 
subject of religion 
came 
betw een them . 
When Judge Boone was called on the 
case a week ago, in which Mr. Leith 
charged th at his wife was insane, the 
result was a finding in her favor, the 
court pronouncing her sane as to all 
subjects except religion and not a fit 
subject for an asylum . 
Leith is a conductor on the C. & P. 
road, running betw een W ellsville and 
Bellaire, and five years ago he sepa­ 
rated from his wife, living apart from 
her until May, 1899. at which tim e he 
refused to support her and notified 
flu* 
m erchants of W ellsville th at he 
would be no longer responsible 
for 
her debts. 
When the case was called for trial 
Mrs. Leith was not in court and her 
counsel wanted the court to appoint 
t trustee for the suit under the statute 
providing for a tru stee for' an insane 
person. 
Mrs. Leith is not insane, ac­ 
cording to Judge Boone’s finding, and 
Judge Hole refused to find other than 
that she should come into court and 
defend her own case. 
Leith on direct exam ination stated 
that he would be willing to take the 
defendant to his home and provide for 
her if she was willing to come. 
He 
commenced the 
action for 
divorce 
about six m onths ago, and on a cross- 
potltion the court ordered him to pay 
his wife $50 alim ony and $5 each week 
until the 
settlem ent of the case. He 
has already paid her $95 aside from 
the first paym ent. 
Mrs. Leith appeared in court this 
morning and when placed 
on 
the 
stand m ade/t good w itness in her own 
behalf. 
She stated th a t on one occa­ 
sion her husband put her out of their 
home when she talked to him about 
his soul. 
She also testified to one oc­ 


casion when he pressed his arm to her 
mouth 
with 
violence. 
Mrs. 
Leith 
says in defense of her husband’s alle­ 
gation th at she belie’ves 
in 
perfect 
purity of body, according to her reve­ 
lation. 
She also testified th at 
when 
her 
husband entered suit for divorce he 
wanted her to sign a paper agreeing 
to accept from him the house 
they 
lived in and all the household goods 
and release him of all obligation as 
her husband. 
The argum ents in the case were be­ 
gun shortly before noon and the tim e 
is unlim ited. 
The probabilities are th a t when the 
j case is subm itted to Judge Hole he 
will take it under consideration.

“Did you find many Free Soilers up 
there?” 
“Yes, and, d—n it, they believe it, 
too.” 
My boy, this nation’s safety depends 
largely upon the political work of men 
who work because in their very heart 
of hearts they believe that their po­ 
litical principles are founded in truth 
and righteousness. 
That is the kind 
of worker I want you to be. Don't get 
down to anything mean or tricky, but 
work because you believe that the Re­ 
publican position is right, and that the 
election of McKinley and Roosevelt 
will be for the good of the nation and 
the good of the world.

ington, where Colonel VV. C. P. Breck­ 
inridge and Judge Durham, faith ex­ 
t o ll federate officers, put the crowd in 
the liest of humor in jointly introduc­ 
ing the governor. Then at Winchester 
stud next at M t Sterling other large 
crowds greeted the arrival of the train, 
providing parades. 
Morehead. Ash­ 
land. 
Greenup, 
South 
Portsmouth, 
Vanceburg and Maysville, in successive 
order, paid tribute to the governor’s 
popularity in Kentucky, and tile crowd 
which gathered at the depot here be­ 
trayed no diminution of desire to see 
lilm.

loophole, to escape the enforcem ent of 
a law which he prom ises the public to 
enforce. 
He says th at he will recom ­ 
mend all laws which are necessary foi 
effecting the dissolution of every pri­ 
vate monopoly, doing business outside 
of or beyond the state limits. 
The 
trick is in using the words “private 
m onopoly.” 
Bryan is a lawyer and he know s very 
well th at the trusts do not correspond 
to the legal status of a private mono 
poly. 
A private monopoly is an ex 
elusive concession for the m anufacture 
of a certain product. 
Only the pos­ 
sessor of a certain patent has such 
monopoly, but a m anufacturing corpor­ 
ation never. 
The laws governing the 
organization of corporations are of a 
general nature. 
Under the conditions 
prescribed by law, innum erable corpor­ 
ations can be organized. 
There m ay 
be a thousand or even ten thousand 
corporations organized for producing 
sugar, and as a m atter of fact there are 
several dozen such corporations in the 
United States. 
There may be a thou 
and o r ten thousand corporations o r­ 
ganized 
for 
m anufacturing steel or 
iron products, or in fact any othep 
product. 
No state grants a monopoly, in the 
legal sense of the word. Only congress 
grants a certain kind of monopoly, and 
with the permission of the constitu­ 
tion, viz: patents 
to 
inventors and 
copyrights to authors. If Bryan, th e re ­ 
fore, says th a t he will destioy all pri­ 
vate monopolies, he is simply trying 
to fool the people: for we have rn# 
private monopolies in this country. 
P erhaps some will excuse B ry an ’© 
position by explaining th at he doe© 
not take the term “monopoly” in its 
legal aspect, but ra th er In the com ­ 
m only accepted aspect of trusts. 
Well, 
let th a t be granted. 
How will he fight 
them ? 
He explains th a t he will a p ­ 
point an attorney-general who will en 
force all laws now in force w ith re 
gard to trusts; and he also Indorses 
the pl ink in the Democratic platform , 
that all corporations should be forced 
to furnish a statem ent of th eir busi­ 
ness. 
However, to attain this end, it 
is not a t all necessary to elect B ryan 
Presidents Cleveland 
and 
McKinley 
appointed very able attorney-generals, 
and 
instituted 
a 
num ber 
of 
suits 
against trusts. 
They had the satisfac­ 
tion of knowing th at the courts or 
dered the dissolution of a num ber of 
trusts they attacked. 
We call attention, for example, to 
the Addyston Iron pipe tru st and the 
railroad trust. 
If, in spite of 
this, 
great corporations still exist, then this 
is due to the decision of the courts 
that, under the constitution, a m an u ­ 
facturing concern cannot be prevented 
from sending its products beyond the 
borders of its hom e state. 
T he very 
able attorney general whom B ryan ex­ 
pects to appoint can therefore do no 
more th an the form er attorney gener­ 
als did, unless the 
constitution 
Is 
changed. 
But as far as this change is con­ 
cerned. McKinley and Bryan both pro­ 
pose th e sam e remedy, viz: tho pub­

corporations.

If any trouble arises with the 
action of his front paw s this may he 
got over by wrapping him round with 
a shaw l or coarse apron.
